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| No more on yelſf prayers, and ſo confeſs that you have often 
mocked God, that the World doth eat out your time.; your 
ſtrength, your zeal; and that in the lap of this Dali/ah ( whilſt 
aſleep) your locks have been cut off, and you are but as other 
men; that Satan hath ſhewed you the Kingdoms of the world, 
-- and this hath bewitched you, and alienated your. minds from 
the Lord; that you are remiſs in meetings,and that you negle& 
the poor Saints & Miniſters of Chriſt, whoſe dailie complaints 
and -reeronmyy} tov ſay)are living monuments of this reigning 
abomination. That you are crnel to ſervants and children, ex- 
aQing all their labours, and takes no time to counſel or inſtru& 
them, whereby their ſouls might be the better for you; that ſla- 
viſh fear hath ſropped your mouths, until the mouth of this I- 
niquitie hath almoſt devoured your poor churches. That theſe - 
evils are ſo deeplie rootedin your hearts, that it is hard to get 
them out; that they have wreſted all weapons ont of your 
hands, that have been formed againſt them; ſo that you 
have laboured in vain,and that which you have brought forth; 
hath been to little purpoſe. Several other ſuch like things as 
theſe, you confeſs your ſelves and your churches to be guilry - 
of, in the ſaid Tiverros Epiſtle.

And thus are your skirts diſcovered,8 your deeds brought to 
light, & you weighed in an Equal Ballance Wd true judgment 
paſs'd upon you; and therefore although Ywu call your ſelves 
churches of Chriſc,& Miniſters of Chriſt,yet your preſumption 
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is hereby diſcovered, who call your ſelves: churches of Chrift; 

and are not; as their blaſphemie was known who ſaid they 

were Jews, and were not; and you with'them are found lyars; 

And although you boaſt of the Ordinances of Chriſt, and fay 
it is his Ordinances you follow, and plead for according to- 
the Scriptures, and,would ſeem to deck your ſelves with pre- 
cious Stones, and Pearls, yet whilſt theſe abominations reign 
in you, and ſuch iniquities ſo apparentlie written-upon you, 
your Nameis, Ayſterie Babylm, the AMether of Harlits; and 
Abomination of the Earth; a Synagogue of Satan , a habitation of 
Devils, a hold of every foul Spirit, and a cage of every uncleaw 
ard hatefal Bird : And therefore though Jeab flie to lay hold 
on the horns of the Altar, yet from thence he muſt be taken, 
becauſe heis a man of blood,and ſo on his head mult the blood 
of Abner be charged, and reſt for ever , that David and his 
. houſe may be clear before the Lord for ever. 

And thus the Spiritual Man,;{which is Chriſt the true light) 
with his Ordinances and Adminiſtrations, which are ſpiritual, 
areexalted above the man of fin, and above his Ordinances, 
which are weak and unprofitable,and which doth not make the 
comers. thereunto, perfet ; and above that imagined, falſe 
Chriſt, which doth not ſave his people from their fins; and a= 
bovethat Juſtification whick jultifies people in their fins; and 
above that blood which doth not reach ro the purging of the 
conſcience from dead works; and above that faith which doth 
not purifie the heart, and give victory over the world; and a- 
bove that baptiſm which is not by one ſpirit, into one body; 
whereby ſin and tranſgreſſion, reigning abominations , and 
apparent iniquities are waſhed away; and above that Church- 
fellowfhip which is not with the Father, and with the Son,and 
with the Afﬀembly of the firſt-born , and witk the ſpirits of 
jaſt men- made perfeR; and above that Bread which is not the 
Body of Chriſt; and above that cup which is not the cup of 
bleſſing, of conſolation, and ſalvation, even the Communion. 
of the Blood of Chriſt, the ſpiritual Rock of which the Hrael 
of God drunk. And above thoſe Prayers which are but lip- 
labour, which are ſo ſoon forgotten , and no more thought 
upon, and whereMith God is ſo often mocked, which comes 
| ' nor 
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not from a pure heart, and holy hands lifredup without wrath 
and doubting ; and above that Worſhip whick ſtands inthe 


will of man, in conformity to a Rule, or Law without them, 


not being thereunto led by the Spirit of the living God,wheſe 
- Worſhip is ſpiritual, and who will be worſhipped in the ſpiric, 
and in the erath; I'ſay, The Spiritual Man' with his Ordinan« 
ces and Adminifirations, which are ſpiritual , ſtands over the 
* man of ſin, and over theſe his carnal, weak, unprofitable Or- 
dinances, beggarlie rudiments, vain ceremonies, and traditio- 
nal imitations, which although you call them the Ordinances 
of Chriſt, yer they are but your own faneies and fo. ory yo 
And thus by a juſt ard a lawful Trial, it plainly and evident- 
ly appears that you are neither Churches nor Miniſters of Je- 
ſus Chriſt, but in all the particulars before-mentioned, you are 
found very much to differ from them;and becauſe you arenot 
the church of Chrift, and that his Spirit doth not lead you te 
( and guide you in ) the practiſe or performance of thoſe 
things which you plead for, and follow, therefore thoſe things 
by you pleaded for, are not the Ordinances of Chriſ, but the 
Ordinances of the man of ſin; and ſo the Spiritual Man with 
his Ordinances and Adminiſtrations, are exalted above the 
man of fin, with the weak and unprofitable Ordinances that 
doth not make the comers thereunto perfe&, — to the 
truth aſſerted by Thomas Salthouſe, which is hereby vindicated, 

and fully confirmed. | 
And now I ſhall retura to ſpeak to ſome -particulars in: thy 
Paper, wherein thou faift, Beeau/e'in the Tiverton Epiftle there ' 
i a complaint againſt the fins that are remaining in the Churches, 

'T.S from hence ſuggefteth that they are no Charehes of Chrift. 
Lanſwer, 7.S. had ſufficient ground from your own confeſ- 
fiowin theſaid Epiſtle, to conclude that you areno churches 
of Chriſt, as was by him fully proved, and is now again more 
atlarge confirmed : For the church of Chriſt(which is his boe 
die)is in all things anfwerable and proportionable to him whe 
is the Head : Now you will all confeſs that the Head is holie, 
harmleſs, undefiled, feperate from fin and finners, and if the 
Bodie>be unholie, full of abomination, anddefited with finand 
- miquitie; then is'Chrift the Head of a-defiled, poltured, 'un- 
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ad this 1s-not: proportionable; foras is the 
Head; ſuck are the pohly 6 faid,\5 he#;\ſo proceed 
in thu preſent world, 1 Joh-4; 17. But in thatEpille:you'do nor 
onely complain againſt thoſe fins that areyerremaibing in the 
- churches, but you there ſay that abominactionsare reigning in 
your churches andin your ſouls. Now theſe expreſfions in thy 
Paper, where thou ſpeakeſt of ſins remaining, %c. night feem 
very.,much to-alter the caſe , and to-leſſen 'the crime,'in"the 
judgement of thofe that have not ſeen your Conſeſfion inthe 
ſaid Epiſtle, and ſuch might begin to think that 7T.S. had dealt 
ſomerhing uncharicably. with you, to:exhort all that fear God, 
to ſeperate from you; 4nd to come out from among you, be- 
cauſe ſome fins were yet-remairiing amengtt you, for to fpeak 
of ſins yet remaining,might ſeem to imply,thar ſome ſins were 
mortified and put off, and as if you were warring againſt,and 
waiting tO receive power te:overcome thoſe that remain; and 
ſuch a condition as this,we could own, though we cannot own 
thoſe for a church of Chriſc, who live&in ſin; for we own 'and 
witneſs a ſpiritual warfare, which all muſc know before they 
can be- Members of the chureh of Chriſt; and had you been 
found in ſich a condition as this, to be armed with the power 
of God, and fo to ſtand in the war againſt fin and Satan, we 
could have owned you in fueh aſtate 5 as a people whomn' the 
Lord was purging, and cleanſlng, and ſanRifying for himſelf, 
ficting _ preparing you to be a habitation for the Lord to 
dwell in, that your bodies might become the Temples of the 
Holy Ghoſt, and fo you might be married to the Lord in righ- 
teouſneſs, & become the Spouſe of Chriſt, which is hisChureh; 
bur-it is far otherwiſe with you, for finis not onely remaining 
in you, but reigning in you, and apparently written upon you; 
and where fin andabomination reigns , it hath the ſole domi- 
nion, power, and preheminence, and asa ſtrong man armed, 
keeps the houſe, and is at peace, and theſcronger is not come 
that ſhould diſ-poſſeſs him, and make the keepers of the Houſe 
to tremble, and the ſtrong to bow, that ſhould enter in, and 
break his peace, and ſpoile his goods, neither are you in a con- 
dition to war againſt ſin, for you confeſs that all weapons are 
wreſted {rom- you; 'with which you ſhould' maintain war a- 
| Rs Sainſc 
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eainſe it; ſo that fin & abomination hart quiet 8 peaceable poſ- 
| tion, you, & hath got both ſcrengpth & weapons to defend 
itſelf upon all occaſions. And ſo you are altogether ſervants 
£0 fin,& ſlaves to Satan,8 under »/£gypriasy darkneſs; & this is 
much more then to ſay,Sins yet remaining in you; and asI have 
ſaid, doth yery much alter your caſe, from what theſe expreſ- 
_ ſions of. thine might. ſeem to renderit. _ | 
And (ſaiſt thou) that which T.C. ſaith,zs, That the true chur- 
ches of Chriſt have had the ſame. or as great fins and abominations 
in them, ar are mentioned in that Epifte, ana yet were the tru: 
- churches of Chriſt, owned of God, as is fully proved, &e. to which 
Scriptares (thou ſaift) T.S. gives no anſwer. ; 
To this I ſay, It isa very light thing with T.C: to lay fin to 
- the charge of Godsele&, and to condemn the generation of 
the Juſt, and alſo to plead Juſtification for thoſe in whom abo- 
mination reigns, and in whoſe fore-heads iniquitie is apparent- 
lic written; but T.C.will one day know, that he which juſtifi- 
eth.che wicked, and he: that condemnech the juſt ,' even they 
both are abomination:to the'Lord: Yet by all chac T. C, hath 
ſaid, (though he hath quoted ſo -many Scriptures, pervercing 
them, and even wreſting them to his own deſtruction) it doth 
not appear that ever the church of Chriſt was guilty of theſe 
or thelikeabominations, -as inthe Tiverton Epiſtle is expreſr; 
neitheridoth any one of thoſe Scriptures at all prove any ſuch _ 
thing; therefore it was needleſs for. T.S to give any anſwer 
thereunto; but foraſmuch as thou ſeems to vaunt thy ſelf be- 
caufe T.S.hach not ſpoken particularly in anſwer'to thoſe Seri - 
ptures which thou'call'ſt T:C. his Cloud of Witneſſes, and chat 
both in thy Paper, and alſo in TC, his Anſwer to T.S. his E- 
piſcle, the pervercing of. the Scriptures, eſpecially what is writ- 
ten to the church of Coriach, is made uſe of as a Stirrup,where- 
by you may mount your ſelves upon the. Throne of Iniquitie, 
taking occaſion from what the Apoſtle wrices-to them concer- 
ning ſuch as had finned, to boaſt your: ſelves to be the church 
of Chriſc, notwithſcanding your great abominations and ap- 
parent iniquities, confeſt and expreſc in -Tivertou Writing , I 
ſhall therefore ſpeak ſomething briefly to ſome of thoſe Scri- 
ptures, thereby co diſcover thy blindneſs and ignorance - the

things of God, of which the Scriptures of truth declares: And 


firſt conceening the Church of *the'Kewmeys, chap. 13:'yer, 12, 
13,14 which T:C.*mentioneth, where the Apoſtle faith', The 


' night « far ſpent, the day at hand”, let us therefore caft off the + 
works of darkneſ+, and let us put on the Armor of light , let us 
walk heneffly as in the day, not in rioting and drunkenneſs, wit in 


chambering and wantonneſs, not in ftrife and envying , but 'pxt ye 
on. the Lord Jeſus Chriſt,” &c, Doth.the Apoſtle here charge 
them with walking diſhoneſtly , becauſe He exhorts chem ro 
walk honeſtly ? Nay aſſuredly, for he ſaith ro'them, 7 an per- 
ſwaded of you my Brethren. that ye alſo arefull of goodneſs, fill d 
with all kno»ledge, &c. Rom.15.14. And if they were full of 
g00dnefs, then there was no room for diſhoneſty; and rioting, 
and drunkenneſs, chambering, and wantonneſs, ſtrife, 'and en- 
vying, are works of che night, and of darkneſs; but he faith, 
T he night u far ſpent, the day 1s at hand, let us put on therefore the 
Armor of light. Nowif they had not been come to the day, 
how-could they put on the Armor of light? Andif they were 
come to the day, then the night was paſt, and the works of 
darkneſs pur off, & this exhortation he gave untothem, to ſtir 
up their pure minds by way of remembrance, as the Apoſtle 
Peter did likewife, who ſaid , Wherefore I will not be negligent to 
put ye alwayes in remembrance of theſe things,though ye know them, 
and are eſtabliſhed in the preſent truth, 2 Pet. 1.12. And ſo this 
proves nothing at all for T.C. that the church of the RK 
2ars were pguiltie of the ſame, or as gre ſins and abominati- 
ons as is mentioned in the Tiverton Writing. 

And as touching the church at Corinth, alchough the Apo- 
ſile did write to them concerning Fornication, yet he doth not 
ſay thatſuch Fornicators were of the church of Chriſt, nei- 
ther doth he tollerate them, though T.C. ſaith that Fornica- 
tion was tollerated amongſt them; but doth exhort the church 
of Chriſt when they were gathered together in the ſpirit and 
power of the Lord Jeſus Chriſt, to deliver ſuch to Satan, and 
bids them to have no fellowfhip with ſach, nay not to compa*- 
nie with ſuch, nor to eat with ſuch, eſpecially if any ſuch were 
called a Brother, that was a Fornicator, or covetous, or an I- 
dolater,or a Railer, or a Drunkard, or an Extortioner,; bur 
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they were to put away from among them that wicked perſon, 
Nees aig. And fargly this was, not. to tollerate them,asT.C. 


- bath affirmed ; For although, ſuch might creep in-amongſt 


them, as J=de ſaith in his Epiſtle, ver: 4, That there were cer- 
tain men crept in unawares, who were before ordained to this 
condemnation, ungodly men, turning the Grace of Godinto 
laciviouſneſs, yet theſe ungodly men were none of the church 
of Chriſt; for. though they. might creep in amongſt them, yet 
they, were not of them; and:ſuch 7ohy ſaw, and faid of them, 
T hey went ous from us;] [Mark] They went out : Therefore they 


| had been in, or hadereptin : They went out from us, that they 


might be made manifeſt that they were not of 5,1 10h.2.19. And 
the Apoſtle did ſay to the church of Chriſt at Corinth, That nei- 
ther Fornicators, nor Idolators, nor Adulterers, nor Effemiaate, 
nor abuſers of themſelves with mankind, nor T hiewes, nor Cove- 
zors, nor Drankards, nor Revilers, nor Extortioners, ſhell. inherit 


_ the Kingdow of God, And if they ſhall not inherit the Kingdom 


. teddiftinionz Might not TC. as well have inſtanced 1ndas 


of God, then aſſuredly they arenot the church of Chriſt,and 
this would be but-ſmall -advantage. to T.C. and his Brethren 
in iniquitie, if they could, ſhelter chemſelves under ſuch For- 
nicators, Idolaters, Railers, Drankards, Revilers,&c. and co- 
ver.themſelves with the Name of the church of Chriſt, whilſt 
as wicked, andias abominable in the.ſight of Gad, as the worſc 
of 'them; I ſay, This cavering would be of ſmall advantage to 
they, ſecing che pgrtion- of; ſuch 4s to be ſhut our of God*s 
Kingdom: And the; Agoſtle makes a noted diſtin&jon between 
the church of Chriſc,,and ſuch wicked perſons, ſaying, And 
ſuch were ſome of ;yau,[\mark | They had been ſuch; bur faith he, 
Ye are waſhed, but y8 are ſanftified,but ye are juſtifuedin the Name 
of the Lord leſas, and by the Spirit of our God,'T Cor. 6-9,10,11. 
And this ſhews your blindneſs, that you cannot make « diſtin- 
ction between ſuch ungodlie ſinners here; ſpoken of, and the 
church of Chriſt, you may crulie ſay that you live ſhort of the 
rrue ſght and ſence of, God's Majeſtie in his churches, and a- 
mong his Saints, whoare thus blind , that you:cannot diſtin- 
guiſh-between a member; of che church of Chriſt, and a For- 
nicator, eſpeciallie where the Scripture hath made ſuch a no= 


for 
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| fora Member of the-church of Chriſt;, as:theſe Fornicators - 
and unclean perſons ? Yea rather; for the Diſciples were not 
forbid to keep him companie, nor forbid to eat with him, nor 
bid to excommunicate him; as the church of Chrifr'was thoſe 
before-menrioned, and therefore his being rollerated amongſt 
the Diſciples, might better have ſerved for your purpoſe, from 
his example to-endeavour to perſwade people that youare,and 
may be accounted a church of Chriſt, notwithſtanding your 
great abominations confeſs'd in your Tiverron Epiſtle; rrulie 
your blindneſs may even be felt, and if- you were not quire in- 
ſenſible, you might bluſh, and be aſhamed ot your groſsig- 
| norance.. | : 77 es 

But T.C. faith, 7 he Apoſtle did net uncharch them, as the E- 
nemies of Chriſt do in theſe dayes, © | | 

Take notice Reader, Did not he unchurch thoſe whom he 
delivered to Satzn,and thoſe whom he commanded the church 
of Chriſt to have no fellowſhip wich, or not to company with 
them, nor to cat with them , but were commanded to put a- 
way from amonglir themſelves ſuch. wicked. perſons ? Is not 
this to unchurch chem, according to T. C. his own expreſſi- 
ons? What doth he call unchurching, if this be not to un-. 
church them ? Lt 27 Fg 
. Heſaith , The Charches of Galatia were ſo deeply corrupted, - 
that the Apoſtle wondered they were [4 ſorn removed to anther Go- - 
{pel, &c. yet notwithſtanding ( ſaith he ) he owns them to be the 
churche: of Galatia, and wiſheth Gyace and Peace to them, &c: 

To which I ſay , If the churches of Galatia-were removed. 
from the Goſpel of Chriſt,( which is the power of God )then 
the churches of Galatia were not the chnrches of Chriſt, no 
more then the churches of the 'Anabapriſts (in whom ſuch a- 
bomination reigns) are the churches of Chriſt, neither doth 
his owning them to be the churches of Gal/atia, prove them to 
be thechurches of Chriſc, any more then T.S. his calling you 
the churches of the A»sbapris, proves you to- be the churches , 
of Chriſt. And whereas he ſaith, he wiſheth Grace andPeace 
to them, and endeavours their reformation; I ſay, Your refor- 
mation likewife hath been endeavoured by the ſervants and 
meflengers of the Lord, whoſe counſel ye have rejected : and 

race . 
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Gracehath been tendered, and A appeared to'you, but ye 
have turned from it, and deſpiſed it ; and except the'churches 
of Galatia did (and the churches of the Anabapriſts do)return 
ro that Goſpel ſrom which they were' removed, the Peace of 
God neither did, nor doth belong to them, nor you, neither 
could they, or can you be accounted the churches of Chrift. 
 Heſaith , So likewiſe the church of the Philippians, many ſo 
walked, of whom the Apoſtle ſaith, I have often told you, and now 
zell you weeping, that they are enemies to the croſs of Chri5t, Phil.3. 
18. Yet (faith he) they were owned to be a Church , with their 
Officers. | 
To which I ſay, That thoſe who are enemies to the croſs of 
Chriſt, are not the church of Chriſt; for the church of Chriſt 
did glory in the croſs of Chriſt, and were not enemies to it,Ga/. 
6.14. and the preaching of it was to them ( and it is to as ma- 
ny as believe) the power of God, 1 Cor.1.13. And the Apes 
ſtle tells what is the end of ſuch whoare enemies to the croſs 
of Chriſt; he ſaith, their end is deſtru&ion, and that is not the 
end of the church of Chriſt. But-though the Apoſtle writes to 
the church of the Philip;:ans, of ſuch who were enemies to the 
croſs of Chriſt, yet he doth not ſay that the ehurch of che Phi- 
lippians were enemies to the croſs of Chrift, nor that any of 
them in particular were ſo. He alſo bids them beware of dogs, 
and of evil workers,&c. Doth he therefore ſay that the church 
of the Phi/ippians are dogs and evil-workers? But this is ſome 
of thoſe Scriptures which are calledT.C.his cloud of Witnefles, 
to prove that the true churches of Chriſt have had the ſame,or 
as great ſins and abominations in them , asis confeſs'din the 
Tiverton Epiſtle : Now though T.C. be a noted lyar, yet the 
Scriptures are true, and cannot be broken. And although by 
perverting and wreſting the true ſence thereof, thereby endea- 
vouring to make the Scriptures ſpeak what he would have 
them, co abuſe the ſimple-minded, and deceive ignorant peo- 
ple, he hath drawn this wicked concluſion from the whole, 
That they are (& may be owned to be) the churches of Chriſt, 
notwithſtanding their great abominations confeſs'd in their 
Tiverton Epiſtle. Yet now theſe Witneſſes being honeſtly ex- 
| A end amined, 
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' amined, without weeſting or- perverting , they are found'to 
witneſs againſt T.C. and the ſame Witneſs which he brings to 

rove his aſſertions, doth witneſs. againſc him, and proves him- 
ſelf to be the lyar ; and this.is uſual , that if-the Witneſſes 
which T.C. offers for proof of any thing, be the Scriptures of 
truth,they ſurely teſtifie againſt him, and prove him'to be the 
lyar, and inſtead of witneſling for him, they witneſs againſc 
him. And when he affirms a thing that is fo notoriouſly falſe 
and wicked, as that he cannot any way wreſt the Scriptures to 


make chem ſeem to prove what heaſſerts, he uſeth co ſay, Thar 
this is true; Is ſo evident that it needs no proof, or , That this- 


is true, is ſo evident that he that runs may read; and ſuch like 
words, witneſs his Looking- glaſs, as is at prgec diſcovered ina 
Book, call'd, 7 74th vindicated, by John Pitman,and Jaſper Batt. 
Some other Scriptures are by him mentioned, whereby he hath 
endeavoured to prove the churches of Chriſt in former apes, 
ro be ſinful, thereby to make way for themſelves to be owned 
as a church of Chriſt; bur all chat he ſaith is to no more purpoſe 
then that which hath been already anſwered, 8& could as eafily 
be anſwered,& his folly thereby made manifeſc, as it hath been 
ſufficiently by what hath beeg anſwered to thoſe Scriptures by 
him quoted. Burt he ſaich of thoſe before-mentioned, that they 
were called to repentance. What ? were they then a church of 
Chriſt, or the churches of Chriſt, before repentance, that he 
makes uſe of this to prove them churches of Chriſt, becauſe 
they were call'd to repentance ? Simon Aſagus was call'd to 
repentance, was he therefore a member. of the church of 
Chriſt? And the Apoſtle ſaid, that God commanded all men 
every where to repent; Are therefore all men every where the 
church of Chriſt ? Oh groſs darkneſs and ignorance, to uſe 
that as an argument to prove them to be the church of Chriſt 
becauſe they were call'd to repentance! And ſo are you call'd 
to repentance, and to repentance you mulc come , before you 
can be owned as a church of Chriſt, for we ſay Chriſt came to 
call ſinners to repentance; and his Miniſters were ſent to turn 
people frem the darkneſs to the light, and to bring them from 
under Satan's power unto God , but though you have been 
call'd to return from your wickednels, andlive, and have boy_ 
invite 
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iveseternal life to all that come unto him; yer you have refu+ 
ſed to return, and have rebelldagainſt the light. Neither is ic 
onely thecalling to repentance, that makes them or you the 
churches of Chriſt; bur ir is them whe anſwers that holy call, 
and comes to repentance,even to that repentance which is ne- 
yer to be repented of, that is, to repent and forſake; itis ſuch 
_ ſhall find mercy andacceptance with the Lord, and they ſhall 
be his,.and accounted members of his church in the day when 
he makes up his Jewels; but as for ſuch as have been call'd to 
repentance, and have not anſwered that holy call by obedi- 
" ence to him that hath called them, his call, and his loving in: - 
vitation ſhall ſtand gga witneſs againſt ſuch for ever; and be- 
caue the Lord hathalled, and they would not hear, there- 
fore when they call and cry , there ſhall be none to deliver 
them. | 

"Thou ſaiſt, That T.S hath manifeſted abominable hypecrifie and 
deceit, in that he ſaith that T.C. inftanceth the Saints infirmities 
in former ages, to ewcourage in a tate of fin, &c. when its evident 
(ſaiſt thou) chat he in/tanceth theſe examples to flop the mouths of 
Iyars and deceivers, Ts. and to diſcover the ſimple and vain no- 
14ens of thoſe who would ſuggeft that the churches of Chrift are 
one of his, becauſe theres fon in thew. 

To which I ſay, I have anſwered ſome of thoſe Scriptures 
call'd T.C. his Cloud of Witneſſes , which may alfo ſerve for 
anſwer to all the reſt, thereby to diſcover the folly and igno- 
rance, fottiſhneſs and blindneſs of thoſe who would ſuggeſt 
that Fornicators and unclean perſons, Drunkards, Railers,Re- 
vilers, Extortioners, Thieves, covetous perſons, Idolaters,and 
ſuch like, are Members of the church of Chriſt, and alſo to 
ftopthe mouths of ſuch lyars and deceivers who ſay the true 
churches of Chriſt have had the ſame,or as great ſins and abo- 
. nations in them asare mentioned in 7:vertes Epiſtle , and 
yerwere the crue churches of 'Chriſt notwithſtanding, - 

And althouph according to thy wonted manner, thou raileſt

And hefurther ſaith, They 
that call themſelves the church of Chriſt , and ſay they are 
without fin in this mortal eftate, are none of the church of 
Chriſt,for he hadnever yet any ſuch church, nor none ever dare 
ſay ſo,except the Scribes, Phariſees,8 Hypocrites; 8 likewiſe he 
faith, That he that will not be a member of a church till he can 
fiad one without ſin,is never like to be a member of any.Now 
who will believe that T. C. doth not write this to encourage in 
a ſtateoſ ſin ? Orif any ſhould be ſo ignorant as to believe 
what he ſaich, who is 1t byt would ſtrive to be a ſinner, eſpeci- 
ally.if they have any hopes to be Members of the church of 
Chriſt? For by his relation there can be no other plea for ad 
mittance into the church'of Chriſt , but fin and wickedneſs; 
for if any ſhould be purged from their fins, and ſhould ſay 
with Johy, Rev.1.5. He hath loved us, and waſhed #« from our 
fins in his own blood, Such comes ( by T. C. his account ) under 
the notion of hypoerites, and ſurely hypocrites are no mem- 
bers of the church of Chriſt; therefore if Chriſt never had a 
church free from ſin , it might make people afraid of Joſing 
their fins , leſt thereby they ſhould be excluded from being 
members of his church, and be caſt out to bave their portion 
with hypocrites; and then, whether this be not to encourage 
people to live in fin, that ſo they may not miſs to be members 
of the church of Chriſt?
